Certain citizens of New York are urging the 
state assembly to pass a law which would compel 
New York ’s movie censors to open their book s 
for public inspection and show just why they 


mak e cuts in pictures. . 
The idea Is one that m ight apply wherever 
there are censors. For movie censorship, designed 
originally to protect our innocent m inds from 
vulgar and immoral influences, is beginning to 
do w hat censorship always does sooner or later 
to operate to protect the reputations of office- 
One of the back ers of the proposed law points 
out that New York ’s censors do their heaviest 
cutting on films which m ight lead the public to 
suspect that there was ever any such thing as 
graft in public office. 
Mak e a movie in which there is a successfully 
crook ed police captain, mayor, governor or other 
public official and the chances are strong tha t 
the censors will eliminate the graft. This is true 
not only in New York state but in m any other 
parts of the country. Censors everywhere seem 
to feel tha t movie audiences m ust never be told 
tha t any of their elected representatives go 
wrong. 
The absurdity of this, of course, is obvious. Yet 
it is in line with one of our greatest national 
failings — our tendency to think everything is all 
right if we say it is. 
Corruption in public office is a terrible thing 
but it’s all right if we don’t talk about it too 
much. 
War is a terrible danger, too — but we’re all 


right if only every nation will sign a treaty 
agreeing not to use war any more as an instru­ 
m ent of national policy. 
The depression is proving extremely uncom ­ 
fortable, w hat w ith 7,000,000 or more wage earn­ 
ers unable to get jobs — but it’ll be all right if 
we just will try hard enough to pretend tha t 
times aren’t really very bad. You can recall civic 
leaders who have tak en tha t attitude, can t you? 
So it goes. The movie Censors are ridiculous, 
to be sure; but they are not m uch more ridicu­ 
lous than the rest of the professional Pollyannas 
who think tha t everything is just dandy as it is.
